ricultural agents, engineers, 
scientists, la wy ers, librarians, 
clergymen and teachers. If such. 
an interruption continues even for 
a few years, the services of an 
entire generation in such preter.

“We as citizens should also 
realize that many industries will 
not find it possible to remain in 
any section where there are no 
stable public educational facilities 
for children of employes and no 
adequate supply of high school 
and college graduates for these 
industries. Furthermore, new 
businesses and industries will be 
rehictant to come to such a sec- 
tion. This is bound to have an 
unfavorable effect on the eco- 
nomic welfare of the state and 
all its citizens. 

“Those of us who are educa- 
tors are seriously concerned with 
the consequences of Russia’s sys- 
tematic attempt to overtake us 
educationally, an attempt that 
has been alarmingly successful, 
as recent events have indicated. 
We cannot afford the folly of a 
weakened educational system, 
and we can even less afford no 
education at all. To close the pub- 
lic schools in any city, county, 
state, or region of America at 
this critical stage of world his- 
tory is to play directly into the 
hands of communism.”

Educators note, too, that while 
private schools contribute great- 
ly to education for a free coun- 
try, both “history and contem- 

experience” indicate that 
the major portion of the educa- 
tional load can be adequately 
borne “only by the public 
school system.” | 


A statement which certainly 
caused a shudder to run through 
every thoughtful citizen and all 
parents was one by a leading po- 
litical figure in the South, who 
said the public school system 
might be closed for 20 years. This 
must have been said in despair, 
but even so, it was frightening. 


Some 10 years ago the South 
began to slow down the exit of 
most of its ambitious young men 
and women. Southern names in 
the East, high in finance, busi- 
ness, literature, education and the 
arts, testify to how many con- 
tributed their lives and talents 
outside their own region. This 
story is all too familiar to ‘the 
South.

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U.S. Losing Race 
For Nuclear Aircraft 


Aviation Week states unequivocally 
that the Soviet Union for two months has 
been testing an’ atomic-powered air- 
craft. 

If so, and the Pentagon and other ex- 
perts do not doubt the Russians have or 
soon will fly such a craft, it is a “first 
of considerable magnitude. The maga- 
zine further says that this country is 
four years behind. Other nations are 
lagging an even greater distance. The 
United States has flown a B-36 on 47 
flights with an atomic reactor aboard 
capable of producing 1,000 watts. But the 
heat of it has never been connected to 
any propulsion machinery. The test was 
of the airframe, not the reactor. 

It is expected the defense department, 
which has held back appropriations for 
building such an aircraft, may soon give 
the go-ahead. This is important to Geor- 
gia. Lockheed is one of the companies 
expected to have such a contract. Indeed, 
much work has been done near Dawson- 
ville on a plant to work on production of 
a reactor designed for this country’s first 
atom-powered bomber. 

Originally the Lockheed plant was 
slated to be a 50-million-dollar project. 
Due to the stretch-out in defense spend- 
ing and economy in the defense budget, 
it now represents approximately a 14- 
million-dollar expenditure. Testing oper- 
ations are expected to begin soon. 

The Soviet bomber reportedly is 195 
feet long and has a wing-spread of 78 
feet. Our B-52 is 156.5 feet long and has 
a wing span of 195 feet. A sketch of the 
atomic plane shows a reactor and a jet 
erigine in each wing. The propaganda 
value of such a “first” will be immense 
and, presently, incalculable. 

Such bombers are of no immediate ne- 
cessity. So long as we have bases over 
seas as we now possess, we can operate 


from them. But in the event of loss of. 


such bases by cancelling of the right to 
maintain them or through bombing in 
war, an atomic powered craft which can 
fly around the world several times with- 
our refueling, once it’s operational abili- 
ties are proved would be invaluable. Con- 
ventional bombers flying from this coun- 
try or from Russia would require refuel- 
ing. Only nuclear power would enable us 
or the Soviets to fly the full distance 
without new fuel. 

Without question such machines are 
ari essential part of future defense needs. 
The defense budget already is huge. But 
we can do nothing else but go ahead with 
planning and producing such bombers.

Result of the election almost sssures 
selection of De Gaulle as the first presi- 
dent of the new Fifth Republic with far 
greater power than any executive has held 
in this century. Operating under a new 
national constitution, the paralysis which 
has prevented stable government through- 
out the history of the Fourth Republic 
should be ended, | 


De Gaulle’s program of reform has 
been extended to France’s overseas pos- 
sessions which eventually could solve the 
Algerian rebellion and end trouble in many 
other colonies, Granting of semiautonomy 
within the French Union with full politi- 
cal rights for inhabitants is a solution 
looking toward full independence. 


It is to the credit of freedom-loving 
French people that in turning to De 
Gaulle they finally have come to accept 
the fact that the old system was com- 
pletely unworkable. And De Gaulle him- 
self has maintained the framework of 
French democracy by insisting that the 


people themselves approve his 
reforms. 


France may emerge as a much more 
politically and economically stable coun- 
try if the De Gaulle.program can be put 
through. This sharp turn to the right as 
an alternative to chaos and near-an- 
archy will be watched with deep inter- 
est by the entire world.

At West Point Is Vital 


All communities along the banks of 
the Chattahoochee River as well as those 
in nearby areas have a stake in the pub- 
lic hearing to be held Wednesday at West 
Point. 

At the session Army engineers will 
gather information on the feasibility of 
constructing a multipurpose dam near the 
Georgia city. 

Among the immediate benefits to be 
derived from such a project are flood 
protection for West Point and its neigh- 
bor, Lanett, Ala., more power for indus- 
try and a potential boon..to navigation. 

As for the long-range picture, leaders 
of the newly formed Middle Chettahoo- 
chee River Development Assn. point out 
that the dam is vital to the ultimate ob- 
jective of making the river navigable 
from the Gulf of Mexico to Atlanta. 


The program is ambitious but the re- 
sults obtainable would far outweigh the 
effort and money necessary to achieve the 
goal.

The important phase to concen- 
trate on now is the presentation of factual 
information showing the wisdom of early 
authorization for the West Point dam.

Meanwhile, the 
Rev. Charles Hunt, assistant pas- 
tor of Our Lady of the Angels 
Church, and‘James Raymond, a 
janitor of the school, managed to 
pull down a fire ladder on the 
wall of the building outside Mrs. 
Shanahan’s room. Her charges 
reached the ground safely. 


As the enormity of the tragedy 
became known parents and moth- 
ers of children enrolled in other 
schools gathered in the chill 
winds in the area of the smoulder- 
ing school.

Hours after the blaze was 
brought under control and the 
dead, injured and saved were be:

Whip Out Tape, Measure Arms 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


Whip out the tape, roll up 
your sleeves and measure the 
upper arm at the largest part. 
With heavy arms, you won't 
need any tape to alert you to 
the fact that they are too large, 
but it will help you to have 
some notion of what this meas- 
urement should be ideally. 


Here are the standard meas- 
urements, according to misses’ 
dress sizes: Size 10, upper arm 
9% inches; size 12, 10%: size 
14, 10%; size 16, 11%: size 18, 
12%; size 20, 13; size 22, 13% 
inches.

in women’s dress sizes are just 


slightly fuller: Size 34, 11% 
inches; size 36, 12%; size 38, 
12%; size 40, 13%; size 42, 
14's. 


The backs of the upper arms 
constitute one of those muscu- 
lar “dead”’ areas, for most 
tasks are of a lifting nature 
and use the muscles on the 
front of the arms. The size of 
the arms, however, depends 
largely on the amount of weight 
you've gained; Fat always 
tends to gravitate to soft mus- 
cle areas. 


Along with general reducing 
measures, special exercises are 


needed to tone and tighten the 
triceps muscles. These muscles 
are extensors or pushing mus- 
cles, so the arm beautifying 
exercises are patterned on push- 
ing, driving and forcible exten- 
sion.
